States district attorney’s office that 
Mrs. Marcy is the most important wit­ 
ness of the beef trust inv esti^tion. 
Mrs. Marcy*s ev idence is i^msidered 
doubly important because most of the

written 
directly to or 
sig ned by the g reat millionaire heads 
of the packing houses themselv es, di­ 
rect ev idence for which no "dummy” 
clerk can be held 
respo nsible.

This is a work that a company of 
Sedalia capitalists should help to per­ 
form and the Democrat hopes to see 
it undertaken at once. 
With the statement that Sedalia 
can furnish steady employment for an 
additional army of shopmen, there 
should go the assurance that good 
homes for their families can he had 


at a fair rental. 
This will materially aid the rail­ 
roads in securing the v ery best class 
of mechanics, and will greatly in- 
cr^tse the growth of the city. 


Inasmuch as this is the season of 
the year w’hen labor circles are more 
or less disturbed, it becomes quite 
apropos to ^k e a surv ey of affairs. 
Just at present, says Bradstreet’s, the 
general situation is of a satisfactory 
character. 
Organized labor, for one 
reason or another, does not seem to be 
so insistent about enforcing arbitrary 
demands just because industrial and 
commercial conditions are fav orable. 
In a number of

where 
strikes were threatened the employees 
hav e been placated by concessions, 
while wage adv ances in the iron and 
steel Industry hav e been made appar­ 
ently as a matter of course. 
True 
enough, strikes exist here and there, 
but they are purely local, and, aside 
from the trouble in the iron-ore range 
section, hav e no marked effect on busi­ 
ness at the points concerned. It is, 
to be sure, hard to forecast what May 


1 will bring forth, but in any ev ent 
conditions at the moment are reas­ 
suring. In v iew' of the general activ i­ 
ty displayed in manufacturing lines, 
distributiv e trade, outdoor construc­ 
tion work and the dev elopment of new 
enterprises, this is a condition great­ 
ly to be desired, and one which we 
hope will last.

Ancient Treasure That Was Dis­ 
covered in It. 


IN FLORIDA’S EVERGLADES. 


The Last Place In the World Where 
One Would Anticipate Find­ 
ing Such Things. 


Many rare gold and silver trink ets 
of Spanish mak e have been found in 
the shell mounds along the coast, par­ 
ticularly at Mound Key , but that a 
burial mound should be discovered in 
the wonderful Everglades, that are at 
present attracting the 
attention of 
scientists, is not so much on account 
of the distance from the coast, but be­ 
cause it is wonderfully strange that 
such a spot as the new mound dis­ 
covered in the saw* grass south of 
Lak e Ok eechobee should have been 
selected for a burial place, say s the 
Ft. My ers (Fla.) Press. 
The discoverer of this mound is Mr. 
Stafford Powers, of Labelle, who was 
accompanied by William Pool, of the 
same place. Mr. Powers was !n town 
on Tuesday and 
showed 
us many 
trink ets dug from this mound. 
He informs us that Pool and him­ 
self started into the rich muck lands 
from South Bay . look ing for land high 
« nough to grow garden truck . 
They 
had proceeded three quarters of a mile 
t south through the saw 
grass when 
' they were astonished to find a sand 
mound IhO feet in width. 
How the 
sand came there was a my stery , as 
the d e ^ muck is too soft for any con­ 
vey ance to travel over It, and it Is 
evident that the sand must have been 
brought from the shore of Lak e Ok ee­ 
chobee. 
Upon digging into the mound a few 
feet the decay ed sk eletons of many 
human bodies were discovered. 
Mr. 
Powers estimating that there were 
200 bodies there. Among those decay ­ 
ed remains of an unk nown people were 
found many my sterious 
trink ets of 
gold, silver, copiier. glass and bone. 
Mr. Powers brought some of these 
relics to town with him, and showed 
them in the Press office. 
These relics consisted of a piece 
of cathedral 
glass, 
Spanish coins, 
pearls beads, white and blue glass 
beads of various designs, enough solid 
gold beads to form a large neck lace, 
from the size of a pea to that of a 
pecan nut, one bead representing the 
head of a dragon; a silver cross over 
two inches in length, all hand-beaten; 
several stiver 
shields, 
large glass 
beads, some in the shape of hearts, 
a sick le of hand-beaten silver, with a 
tnan*s head on the handle, a number 
of solid gold beads, similar to those 
found at Mound Key . and a variety of 
silver articles that are difficult to de­ 
scribe. 
One of the most perfect articles is 
a solid silver ring, with Roman letters 
engraved on the inside, there being 
several letters, and then an X, fol­ 
lowed by several more letters, and so 
on around the entire ring. There are 
also several ornaments made of bone, 
upon which were carved cranes and 
parrots, that bore a resemblance to

Some of Them Cost a Good Deal More 
Than a Dwelling. 


Many readers have probably heard 
of New York 's famous Grace church 
at Broadway and Tenth street, where 
there is a choir of "babies,” ranging 
in ages from 4 y ears up, w'hich church 
is said to be erected on land more 
valuable even than that whereon St. 
PauFs at London stands, say s the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Here it is the 
cusrom to offer by auction all pews 
which the present owners desire to 
relinquish, and which possibly may 
have been in their family ever since 
the church was built. 
A few months ago Pew No. 40, in the 
south transept of Grace church, was 
put up at auction in the New York 
real estate sales rooms for the trus­ 
tees of the estate of the late Henry 
Ray . The bidding was started at $500 
and rose rapidly to $1,000, when there 
was a pause. Then some one offered 
another hundred and the bidding ad­ 
vanced to $1,500, and was just about 
to be k nock ed 
down 
for this sum 
when Hamilton G. King sprang an­ 
other $50 and secured the pew. 
On being ask ed if he was spending 
all this money for his own religious 
comforts Mr. King stated that he had 
purchased the pew for another per­ 
son, but whom he refused to siate. 
The pew Is a “family ” one and holds 
six, is upholstered in dark red, and, 
according to the auctioneer, comfort­ 
able enough to 
foster the 
highest 
forms of religious charity . The pews 
in Grace church, with few ex ceptions, 
are owned by those who occupy them, 
and when one does find its way into 
the mark et it is eagerly purchased 
by rich parishoners. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
fashionable 
churches in New York is St. Barthol­ 
omew’s. on Madison avenue. 
This is 
k nown as "The Vanderbilts* church.” 
for here the millionaires of that name 
worship. 
Pews in St. Bartholomew’s 
can often be rented, but now seldom 
purchased, most of the pews being 
owned by the residents of "Millionaire 
Row',” on Fifth avenue. Occasionally , 
however, a pew in this church has 
come under the hammer, when it has 
brought a considerable sum of money , 
as much as $5,000 having been paid 
for six "sittings” near the pulpit. 
In the Catholic cathedral, close by , 
pew’s are also sold 
at 
auction, at 
times, and, owing to the magnificent 
choir which this 
church 
supports, 
bring small fortunes.

Forestry Bureau Is Making Tests to 
Prove Their Value. 
An Interesting series of tests under­ 
taken by the forestry bureau of the 
national government gives promise of 
results as valuable as that which this 
body is doing 
in 
other 
directions. 
The tests undertaken are with a view^ 
to demonstrating that many of our so- 
called inferior varieties of woods are 
as useful as those which have here­ 
tofore been cut in large quantities as 
most valuable. 
The natural habit of 
the lumberman, when 
timber 
was 
abundant, was to cut only those varie­ 
ties recognized as the best species. 
Yet It has been found that these in­ 
ferior species are valuable, now that 
lumbermen have been forced to cut 
them. 
Such work as this, performed 
by the national bureau of forestry, is 
valuable, because It tends to the con­ 
servation and preservation of our for­ 
ests. 
If it is found that the inferior 
species can be cut and marketed at a 
profit it will be possible in the future 
to conduct lumbering operations with 
much less injury to the forest and 
the better species will be reproducing 
along with the inferior.
